RULES TRUANCY IS A CRIME 


Many Lawyers May Lose Shingles as 


the Result of a New York 


Court's Opinion. 


The status of one who has spent a 


term in a truant school Is the same 
as that of a criminal who has served 
a sentence In prison, according to a 
decision of the appellate division of 
the supreme court, and on this ruling 
lawyers, physicians nnd employees In 
the civil service who In their yonth 
were detained in truant schools mny 
be debarred from the practice of their 
professions or . dismissed.

of truant schools.

Think how much "A 
rolling stone gathers no moss" has 
done to stagnate and settle people 
who ought to have stirred about in 
the world. 
Prisoners in a prison 


could write a. chapter out of that 
epigram. 
Still, shuttling 'oack and 


forth between Chicago and New

do, in itself. No, an epigram does 
not mean much.
